On  the  evening  of  April  22nd,  a  group 
of  Grade  1 1  students  performed  an 
adaptation  of  Oscar  Wilde's  "The  Im- 
portance of  Being  Earnest."  The  pro- 
duction, undertaken  solely  by  the  stu- 
dents themselves  and  entirely  on  their 
own  initiative,  had  been  under  prepara- 
tion for  several  months,  and  despite  an 
extremely  busy  academic  and  athletic 
schedule,  the  piece  was  exhaustively 
rehearsed  in  anticipation  of  a  perfor- 
mance that  would  help  to  raise  funds  for 
the  Graduation  Dance.  To  the  great  sa- 
tisfaction of  all  involved,  this  objective 
was  admirably  achieved. 

The  production  was  initially  conceiv- 
ed by  Clive  Spiegel,  who  himself  por- 
trayed Lady  Bracknell,  Wilde's  para- 
doxically outrageous  traditionalist.  The 
cast  also  consisted  of  seven  other  senior 
students:  Michael  Dungan  as  Algernon 
Moncrieff;  Ali  Argun  as  John  Worth- 
ing, J.  P.;  Glen  Fong  as  Miss  Gwen- 
dolyn Fairfax;  Stephen  Kohner  as  Miss 


Cecily  Cardew;  David  Daly  as  Miss 
Prism,  the  Governess;  Chris  Creighton 
as  Lane,  man  servant;  and  Lawrence 
Hsu  as  Merriman,  the  butler.  To  this 
cast,  as  almost  an  afterthought,  was  ad- 
ded Duncan  Baird  in  the  capacity  of 
Director.  Serious  rehearsals  began  in 
mid-March  in  two  local  churches  and 
several  homes;  as  the  production  date 
approached,  props  and  costumes  were 
gathered  from  the  ThdStre  du  Nouveau 
Monde  and  the  Phoenix  Theatre,  as  well 
as  from  various  private  donors.  Despite 
a  lack  of  rehearsal  time  on  the  School 
stage,  the  evening's  performance  was  ex- 
ecuted smoothly  and  with  confidence. 

When  asked  about  the  production, 
the  Director,  Duncan  Baird,  was  most 
appreciative  of  the  cooperation  and  total 
support  he  received  from  the  cast  and 
other  members  of  Grade  1 1 .  It  was  their 
enthusiasm  and  hard  work  that  made 
this  such  a  successful  flrst-time  venture.

Recently,  58  Grade  7  students  and  two 
teachers  paid  an  overnight  visit  to  our 
nation's  capital.  Their  itinerary  included 
the  Mint,  the  War  Museum,  the  Mu- 
seum of  Science  and  Technology  and  the 
Aeronautical  Museum. 

A  highlight  of  the  trip  was  a  lengthy 
visit  with  the  Honourable  Don  John- 
ston. Mr.  Johnston  outlined  his  role  in 
the  Federal  Cabinet  and  then  answered 
numerous  questions  from  his  inquisitive 
audience.  At  the  close  of  the  visit,  Mr. 
Johnston  presented  three  Canadian  flags 
to  a  representative  of  each  Grade  7  class. 

This  Spring,  members  of  Grades  3-6 
participated  in  a  "Read-a-Thon"  in  an 
effort  to  raise  funds  for  the  Multiple 
Sclerosis  Society  of  Canada.  From  these 
grades  73  students  found  one  or  more 
sponsors  who  guaranteed  payment  for 
each  book  read.  A  total  of  653  books 
were  read  by  the  young  students,  and 
$1 ,836.44  was  raised  for  this  very  worthy 
cause. 


School  sends  delegates  to  student 
Commonwealth  Conference 


During  the  week  of  May  10th  -  17th, 
Selwyn  House  sent  Andrew  Smith,  John 
Shannon  and  Hirsh  Bernstein  as  dele- 
gates to  the  Eighth  Student  Heads  of 
Government  Commonwealth  Confer- 
ence in  Ottawa.  This  event  brings  to- 
gether students  from  coast  to  coast  who 
share  a  common  interest  in  international 
affairs. 

The  Conference  takes  as  its  model  the 
real  Commonwealth  meetings  and  it  af- 
firms the  Commonwealth  traditions  of 
equality,  flexibility  and  friendship.  For- 
mal discussions  were  held  by  the  student 
delegates,  each  of  whom  had  assumed 
one  of  the  three  agenda  items.  Shannon, 
Smith  and  Bernstein  were  responsible 
for  Refugees,  Technology  Transfer  and 
Peacekeeping.  Away  from  the  confer- 
ence tables,  the  delegates  attended  a 


number  of  Ministerial  workshops,  lec- 
tures, trade  and  simulation  games  and 
films.  Selwyn  House  students  were 
chosen  to  represent  the  African  country 
of  Lesotho,  and  the  High  Commissioner 
of  Lesotho,  His  Excellency  Joseph 
Mello  was  most  hospitable  and  coopera- 
tive towards  our  three  student  represen- 
tatives. 

During  their  stay  in  Ottawa,  the  stu- 
dents attended  various  formal  functions, 
which  included  a  State  Reception  and  a 
State  Banquet.  Informal  activities  were 
also  on  the  agenda,  highlighted  by  a 
Parliamentary  lunch  and  a  dance  at 
Carleton  University.  Undoubtedly,  this 
Student  Conference  provided  our  dele- 
gates with  a  fine  opportunity  to  under- 
stand more  completely  the  role  of  the 
Commonwealth  in  world  affairs. 


Selwyn  House 

hosts  debating 

tournament 

The  School,  usually  dormant  on  Sat- 
urdays, was  alive  with  activity  on  Feb- 
ruary 23rd  when  Selwyn  House  hosted 
the  Provincial  Semi-Final  Debating 
Tournament.  The  Tournament  was 
sponsored  by  the  Quebec  Student  De- 
bating Association,  an  organization  with 
over  fifty  member  schools  which  looks 
after  debating  throughout  the  Province. 

Thirty-two  teams  from  seventeen  dif- 
ferent schools  came  from  as  far  away  as 
Quebec  City  to  attend  this  Tournament, 
which  featured  four  rounds  of  Parlia- 
mentary-style debate.  Two  prepared 
rounds  on  the  topic:  "Be  It  Resolved 
that  the  Anglophone  Community  in 
Quebec  is  Alive  and  Well,"  were  follow- 
ed by  impromptu  rounds  on  two  other 
topics. 

Selwyn  House  entered  two  teams  con- 
sisting of  Robert  Gialloreto,  Sean  La- 
fieur,  Phil  Lapin  and  Tim  Reid  and  both 
did  very  well.  Tim  Reid,  in  particular, 
distinguished  himself  by  placing  fifth 
out  of  sixty-four  contestants. 

The  Final  Round  of  this  very  success- 
ful Tournament  featured  a  team  from 
John  XXIII  as  the  Government  and  a 
team  from  St.  Thomas  as  the  opposi- 
tion, debating  the  prepared  topic.  Inter- 
estingly, the  resolution  passed  and  the 
Anglophone  community  can  breathe  a 
sigh  of  relief. 


Substantial  Increase 

in  Applications 
for  September  '80 

"Applications  have  increased  sub- 
stantially over  the  last  few  years,  but  this 
year,  they  are  up  SOVo,"  said  David 
Williams,  Director  of  Admission.  A 
total  of  270  students  from  all  parts  of 
Montreal  and  outside  the  Province, 
wrote  examinations  for  entrance  into 
Grades  I  through  10.  Entrance  into 
Grade  7  drew  the  greatest  number  of  ap- 
plicants. Some  85  candidates  took  the 
exams  and,  of  these,  18  along  with  20 
students  from  Selwyn  House's  present 
Grade  6,  sat  the  Scholarship  examina- 
tions. 

The  Speirs  Scholarship,  valued  at 
$1,000.00,  was  awarded  to  Patrick  Jabal 
of  Preville  Elementary  School,  St.  Lam- 
bert. The  next  two  awards,  the  Wanstall 
Scholarships,  each  for  $500.00,  were 
awarded  to  Timothy  Winn  of  Roslyn 
School  and  Etienne  C6te  of  Selwyn 
House.  As  well,  five  Scholarship  prizes 
of  $100.00  each  were  awarded  to  the 
following  boys:  David  Jones  of  Roslyn 
School;  Alexander  Rink  of  Harold  Nap- 
per  School,  Brossard;  Jonathan  Kay, 
Christopher  Naudie  and  Christopher 
Pratley  of  Selwyn  House. 

These  scholarships  and  scholarship 
prizes  are  carried  forward  through  to 
Grade  11,  provided  that  the  recipient 
maintains  a  high  overall  performance. 


Best  results  yet 
in  National  Maths  Contest

The  Junior  Mathematics  Contest  is 
held  annually  and  is  sponsored  by  the 
University  of  Waterloo  anJ  Mutual  Life 
Assurance  Company.  This  year's  resuhs 
are  the  best  ever  achieved  by  Selwyn 
House  in  the  five  years  we  have  partici- 
pated. The  School  placeri  sixth  among 
the  1,100  Canadian  Schools  entered  and 
second  among  Quebec  Schools.  In  fact, 
the  only  schools  which  r'  ;ed  ahead  of 
Selwyn  House  are  th  which  offer 
Grade  XII. 

This  year,  30  boys  v\e:f  3ntered  from 
Grades  IX,  X,  and  Xi  :)shua  Albert 
placed  third  in  Quebec  i  was  joined 
by  Lawrence  Hsu  and  L     can  Baird  on 


the  Contest's  Canadian  Honour  Roll.

Mappin,  Vlad  Zeman,  Hirsh  Berstein, 
Sean  Lafleur  and  David  Williams  were 
also  named  to  the  PrqvinciEil  Honour 
Roll.

Thereiore,  each  contestant  is  pre- 
sented with  30  questions  for  which  he 
must  find  a  way  to  apply  the  math- 
ematics he  knows.
